A Great Football Play 

Of all the strange and spectacular football plays ever pulled off, 
that of a crafty and wily Indian in a Harvard-Carlisle game four- 
teen years ago, Oct 31, 1908, probably takes the cake. At the be- 
ginning of the second half the redskins had a 6-0 lead. Harvard 
started the action by a long kick to Johnson on the Indian team’s 
five yard line. Johnson immediately became the centre of a mass 
of struggling aberigines. Suddenly they separated and scattered 
in all directions Dillon running straight down the field holding 
both arms up, so that the Crimson players could see that he didn't 
have the ball. The Harvard men were dumfounded, and gave a 
good imitation of a buneh of beheaded chickens while they searched 


vainly for the man with the ball Dillon passed straight through 
the Grimson buneh until he confronted Capt. Carl Marshall, of 
the Crimsens, who was covering deep backfield.

operators on the Animal Neonomy and Principles of Championship, 
illustrated by proper experiments on the Solids and Fluids of the 
Body; together with the True Method of Investigating the Nature of 
the Blows, Stops, Cross-buttoeks, ete, incident to combatants. The 
whole leading to the most successful Methods of Beating a Man 
deaf, dumb, lame and blind, By Thomas Smallwood, A.M., Gymnast 
of St, Giles’, and Thomas Dimmoch, A.M., Athletes of Southwark." 
This quaint advertisement, contained in an old book in the British 
Museum, announced one of many similar “Leetures” given in the 
Broughton and other gymnasiums in the early days of boxing. 
Broughton was the successor of Figg, the first champion, and the 
cleverest boxer known up to that time, Hundreds of the young 
nobles of England paid fancy prices to listen to these lectures and 
to take personal instructions from ‘Professor’ Broughton, who 
advertised “the Art and Practice of Boxing delivered without Loss of 
Eye or Limb to the Students,”

| Edmonton coal merchants would be 


greatly pleased if they could make the} 


| fifty cents a ton profit on coal which 
has been set by the fuel controller as 
|\the limit for all Canada, said a prom- 
inent coal dealer of Edmonton to the 

Bulletin Monday morning 
| “When Controller Magrath was 
| here,” continued the dealer, “he was 
|} told by one of the large operators in 
the city that he would be satisfied if 
he could get a profit of 24 cents a ton, 
just half of the figure Mr. Magrath 
had named As it now, we 
|making about 20 cents a ton, 
dcn't see any prospet for more; 80 no 
one in Edmonton need be afraid of 
| extortionate proffs being piled up in 
the coa) trade this winter.” 

Other dealers tell much the same 
story, their net testimony being to 
the effect that they made more money 
last year al $3.50 and $4 a ton than 
now at $4.50 and $5. The reason 
given is that the prices of all com- 
modit'es entering Into the cost of pro- 
| duction have gone up greatly since 
this time a year ago, especially such 
items as teaming and the cost of feed 
The miners, too, are getting more than 
they did last winter.

Word was received Monday morning 
by A. G. MacKay, K.C,, from Ottawa 
that the death sentence passed on Don- 
ald Moke. the 18-year-old boy, await- 
ing execution at Fort Saskatchewan, 
had been communted by order-in- 
council to life imprisonment. The news 
was conveyed io the youth at Pl. sas- 
| katchewan yesterday afternoon and he 
|will be removed to Mdmonton peniten- 
\tiary where he will begin a term of 
life imprisonment. 


Moke was sentenced to be hanged | 


lat the Fort on Oct. 16 but a respite 
| was granted till Nov. 2nd, pending an 
| appeal to Ottawa, 

| is the result of the appeal. 

| Moke was sentenced to death for the 


murder of a French-Canadian trapper | 


|Louis Lemay with whom he had be- 
|come associated in the north. The 
|murder took place 160 miles northwest 
lot Peace River Crossing about Dec. 
30th of last year. Moke’s confession 
was that he had killed Lemay because 
he feared for his own life, Expert evi- 
dence for the defense was to the effect 
|that Moke was laboring under a de- 
jlusion and was temporarily {nsane. 
The trial judge strongly criticised this 
| evidence and it was upon his remarks 
jin this connection that an appeal was 
jlargely based to the appeal division of 
the Supreme court. This was refused. 

| Moke was born at Canal! Fulton, 
Ohio, where his people still reside. He 
\lived there ten years and then removed 


where he met Lemay. They were con- 
|stantly quarreling and one night after 
|Lemay had been particularly violent 
|Moke took the gun while the trapper 
|slept and shot him dead. Lemay was 
37 years of age.

SPECULATION IN CANNED GOODS 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 29.—Special 
regulations to prevent speculation in 
canned goods will be put into opera- 
tion November 1 by the food admin-
